ARMS CONTROL ACT REQUIRING A COUNTRY BY COUNTRY REPORT ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS AS A MEANS OF JUDGING WHETHER 
UNCLASSIFIED

FOREIGN AID SHOULD BE GRANTED? 

A: THAT IS NOT AN ACCURATE DESCRIPTION. THE 1975 LAW DID 
NOT REQUIRE A COUNTRY BY COUNTRY REPORT. AT THAT TIME, THE 
AID DENIAL WAS PART OF A "SENSE OF THE CONGRESS" RESOLUTION. 

REPORTS WERE TO BE MADE ONLY WHEN A DETERMINATION HAD BREN 
MADE THAT A COUNTRY WAS ENGAGED IN "A CONSISTENT PATTERN OF 
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GROSS VIOLATIONS OF INTERNATIONALLY RECOGNIZED HUMAN 
RIGHTS." IN THE ABSENCE OF SUCH A DETERMINATION, NO 
REPORTS WERE TO BE MADE AND THE LAW DID NOT REQUIRE SUCH A 
DETERMINATION TO BE MADE, IN ANY CASE. 

IN THE SPIRIT OF THE LAW, HOWEVER, THE DEPARTMENT EXAMINED 
HUMAN RIGHTS PRACTICES IN ALL COUNTRIES AND SUBMITTED A 
GENERAL REPORT TO CONGRESS WHICH DID NOT DRAW CONCLUSIONS 
WITH RESPECT TO ANY COUNTRY. THEREFORE, THE STATEMENT 
THAT THE DEPARTMENT "REFU ED TO COMPLY WITH THE CONGRESS' 
REQUIREMENTS" IS UNWARRANTED. 

Q: HOW ABOUT THE 1976 ACT? 

A: THE REQUIREMENT WAS CHANGED IN THE 1976 ACT TO PROVIDE 
FOR ABOUT 80 COUNTRY BY COUNTRY REPORTS. 

Q: WILL OTHER HUMAN RIGHTS REPORTS BE SENT EORWARD? 

A: YES. AS PART OF THE CONGRESSIONAL PRESENTATION FOR THE 
SECURITY ASSISTAE PROGRAM, THESE REPORTS WILL BE SENT TO 
THE HILL IN UNCLASSIFIED FORM. THIS IS USUALLY DONE IN 
FEBRUARY TO THE HIRC. 

Q: REGARDING THE SIX STATEMENTS ON ARGENTINA, HAITI, PERU, 
INDONESIA, IRAN AND THE PHILIPPINES, HAVE THEY BEEN 
DECLASSIEIED AT CONGRESSIONAL REQUEST? 

A: YES. THE STATEMENTS WERE ORIGINALLY SUBMITTED IN 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CLASSIFIED FORM. THE CONGRESS SUBSEQUENTLY ASKED THAT WE 
DECLASSIFY THEM, AND THEY HAVE NOW BEEN REISSUED IN 
UNCLASSIFIED VERSIONS AND FORWARDED TO THE CONGRESS IN 
LATE DECEMBER. 

Q: DOES THE CONGRESS ALSO HAVE THE CLASSIFIED VERSION OF 
THESE SIX STATEMENTS? 


A: YES. 


Q: CAN YOU PROVIDE COPIES OF THE 80 REPORTS? 

A. THESE ARE REPORTS TO THE CONGRESS, WHOSE PREROGATIVE IT 
IS TO DETERMINE WHETHER AND TO WHOM THEY WILL BE MADE 
AVAILABLE. 

Q. WHY WERE THE SIX STATEMENTS ORIGINALLY CLASSIFIED? 

A: WE FELT THAT SOME MATERIAL IN THEM WOULD, IF PUBLICIZED 
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BE PREJUDICIAL TO OUR RELATIONS WITH THE COUNTRIES 
INVOLVED AND WOULD HINDER OUR EFEECTIVENESS ON THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS ISSUE.
